S h e n a n d o a h , February 4.—The riot 
of last night was renewed this even­ 
ing. The Polanders during the day 
bought all the revolvors to be had in 
the town and despite the w arnings of 
tho coal and iron police m ade threats 
of killing. Toward 3 o’clock thoy be­ 
gan gathering on the small circus 
grounds south of the Kehley run col­ 
liery and in the vicinity. 
By the 
time the bell rang to quit work fully 
3000 men, women and th ild ren were 
waiting for the workmen. 
A number 
of boys were the first to appear. Some 
were kicked and stoned and a few 
mon who braved the mob were badly 
handled. 
In the m eantim e Chief 
Burgess was trying to gather tho spe­ 
cial police. 
Suddenly the coal and 
iron police to the num ber of twenty- 
two formed on the flat at*a distance 
of about fifty yards below. 
THE HOWLING MOll 
Continued to pelt them with stones, 
but as they formrd a com puny front 
with drawn revolvers, and self-cocking 
weapons, the mob recoiled ahd stood 
at bay. The conservativo part of the 
mob drew back, and the officers, at 
the command of their leader, made a 
wheel to the left, and . inarched off 
along the Pike road leading to the 
east and toward Red bridge, which 
spans 
the Lehigh Valley railroad 
where the Reading crosses it and con­ 
nects the Gap colliery with Indian 
Ridge. The Poles slowly followed for 
awhile in the rear, under the leader­ 
ship of a big brawny individual, who 
followed, flourished a large revolver 
and seemed determined to nse it. The 
platoon of officers marched slowly on 
ap a slight elevation of the road, which 
as it rose formed an em bankm ent for 
the Lehigh Valley road. 
As they 
neared the top of tho road they were 
SUDDENLY FIRED ON 
By a few Poles, who crept along nnder 
the shadow of the bank. One of the 
officers, Oscar William, fell, with an 
ugly wound on the inner part of the 
left thigh. The police turned and 
fired repeatedly in the direction of the 
mob, but without hitting any one as 
far as is known. The m ohretired and 
shot back. Tho officers marched off 
again along the railroad, through the 
bridge and down to Indian ridge 
breaker, w’hore they quartered in the 
offices. 
Part of the mob followed and 
besieged them there, but made no 
attack. 
The officers had their car­ 
bines there, and after some shooting 
had been done, Chief Burgess, with 
a few specials and mem bers of the 
strikers’ Advisory Board, appeared on 
tha-scene and succeeded in getting the 
majority, who were not combative, to 
disperse to their homes. 


THE WORST ELEMENT 
Of the Poles, however, rem ained near 
Indian Ridge Main, waiting for a 
ciiance to get at tho officers, who re­ 
mained inside.

ANOTHER AFFRAY. 
P it t s b u r g . February 4.—As was 
feared, a collision occurred this even­ 
ing between non-union men at the 
Solar Iron Works and strikers, in 
which three persons were injured, 
one, a 16-year-old lad nam ed Joseph 
Kei<na, being fatally shot. The works, 
which have been idle for the past two 
months on account of the strike, re­ 
sumed operations with eighty colored 
men, formerly members of the Amal­ 
gamated Association. 
These non­ 
unionists were escorted to and from 
their homes by the police. This after­ 
noon a large num ber of strikers gath­ 
ered about the m ill, and when the 
non-union 
men 
came 
out 
sur­ 
rounded 
by 
officers 
the 
strik­ 
ers 
followed, 
applying 
m any 
offensive epithets to 
the negroes. 
After a couple of blocks had been 
thus passed, the strikers began throw­ 
ing rocks,when without warning sever­ 
al of the negroes drew revolvers and 
fired upon the crowd. Ttie mob broke 
and ran in all directions w hilst the 
officers rushed amongst the excited 
colored men and endeavored to stop 
the shooting. 
Between thirty and 
forty Bhots were fired however before 
they were gotten under control. 
Be­ 
sides youug K enna, three m en are 
known to 
have been 
shot, 
but 
their nam es or the extent of their in­ 
juries cannot be ascertained as they 
were tak^n away by their friends. It 
is presumed that others received in­ 
juries of some kind.

SYNOPSIS OF THK SITUATION. 


W hile the semi-official press affects 
to 
regard the publication of 
the 
Austria-German treaty as having a 
pacific intent, official and diplomatic 
circles know that its real aim is to 
force the Czar to immediate war or 
compel him to subm it to the terms 
for perm An ent peace dictated by the 
allies. The substance of the treaty 
has long been known to both the Rus­ 
sian and French governments. 
At 
the time of its inception at the con­ 
ference between Prince Bismarck and 
Count Andrassy at Gastien, in August, 
1879, confidential disclosures stating 
tbe character of the compact were 
made by Prince Bismarck to theCzar as 
an inducement to break off the nego­ 
tiations for the Russo French alliance. 
The day after the treaty was sinned 
Prince Bismarck made a personal 
communication of the fact to both the 
French and Russian Ambassad< rs, 
withholding only the exact term s of 
tbe treaty. The publication reveals 
nothing to any European government, 
as. before disclosing it to the people, 
the step was anxiously and repeatedly 
discussed by Prince Bismarck, Count 
Kalnoky and H err Von Tiza, of the 
Au-triun Ministerial Council, the Em­ 
peror preriding. 
All consented to a 
publication of the treaty only last 
week, upon urgent representations 
from Prince Bismarck that the time 
was opportune. 


OMINOUS WORDS. 
The present juncture recalls the ut­ 
terances of Prince Bisma*ck when re ­ 
proached in the Reichstag for refus 
iug to subm it to that body certain di­ 
plomatic correspondence: “ Once the 
government determines to publish 
im portant documents,” he said, the 
“ m a'ier shoul i have gone so far that 
nothing bat war is likely to be the 
outcome of the situation.” 
By ti'6 light of this memorable 
statem ent the immense significance 
of the publication of the treaty at the 
present crisis will be seen. 
It is a 
step which precedes the ultimatum. 
If Russia continues to arm and push 
forward masses of troops, menacing 
strategic points on the frontiers, and 
if the (lending negotiations for an of­ 
fensive and defensive alliance with 
France should succeed, the Central 
poweis will not wait the couvenience 
of the Fiench and Russian govern­ 
ment to declare war.

Building Will Appear. 


HISTORY OF THE MOVEMENT 


To O b tan the Appropriation—An 
Increased Amount Now 
Solicited. 


W hen the city of LosAnnelcs began 
to emerge from its chrysalis state it 
became evident th at it needed more 
facilities for the transaction of its bus­ 
iness. 
Especially was this true of the 
business transacted on behalf of the 
National Government. 
At that time 
as now, the Postoflice was situated in 
incommodious quarters in one part of 
the city, the United States Land Of- 
flceCwas in another port of the city, 
and the Internal Revenue office was 


s e p a r a t e d from both the others. 
Be­ 
sides this, the quarters occupied by 
the postotiice were not as imposing as 
they should have been, when the 
sise 
and 
importance 
of 
the 
city was taken into consideration. 
These things weighed in the m inds of 
the business men of the city, and in 
1886 there began to be a movement 
made towards soliciting from Con- 
grees an appropriation for a suitable 
building in which all of the offices of 
the U nited States m’ght be placed. 
The movement gradually g'ew in force 
until on Januaiy 26th, 1886, the B ard 
of Trade issued a petition, which was 
forwarded to Washington, and which 
set up the needs of the city in the fol­ 
lowing language:

To the Honorable Membrrs of the Sen­ 
ate and Home o f Representativet in 
Congress Assembled: 
The Los Angeles Board of Trade re­ 
spectfully presents the following peti­ 
tion upon the Bubject of appropria­ 
tions for the erection of a Government 
building, and asks a thoughtful and 
serious consideration on the part of 


no definite place where he can be 
found, except it may be at his private 
*Bce. 
Any business to be satisfactorily 
conducted mast be provided with 
proper facilities for prompt and effi­ 
cient service, and that this has not 
heen the case with 
the Revenue 
Office, and cannot be the case under 
the present m ethod, goes without 
saying. 
Much unnecessary trouble 
will be entailed upon our citizens 
having business with that office until 
is provided With a local habitation 
anil a perm anent one. In the opinion 
of this board such perm anent offices 
should be established in a Govern­ 
m ent building in this city. 
UNITED STATES LAND OFFICE. 
One of the most substantial evi­ 
dences of the rapidly increasing settle­ 
m ent and pios^ierity of this part of 
California is found in published re­ 
ports of the Commissioners of the 
-and Office. . The volume of business 
transacted in the district, of whb-h 
Los Angeles is the center, absolutely 
reuuires that the office should be cen­ 
trally located, conveniently arranged, 
and that proper accommodations be 
furnished for the large number of our 
I*eopW who daily have business before 
the Register and Receiver. 
The rooms at present occupied by 
the officers are small, not well ar- 
ged, and in no respect suitable for 
the business brought before the office. 
In common with the other govern­ 
m ent offices, this one should be lo­ 
cated in a building erected, owned 
and maintained by the government. 
In view of the facts subm itted, this 
Board of Trade respectfully urges upon 
Congress an appropriation of $250,000 
for the erection of a government 
building in the city of Los Angeles, 
and that this appropriation be made 
at the present session. 
In the opinion of this Board of

The I.os Angeles Board of 
Trade consists cf 149 members, repre­ 
senting the wealth, intelligence and 
enterprise of our mercantil j commu­ 
nity, whose own interests are best sub­ 
served by the advancement and grow th 
of our whole section. 

The Los Angeles Board of 
Trade, as individuals and as au »r- 
gauizatiun, endeavors at all times to 
add the weight of its influence to any 
and ull eflorts on the part of our peo­ 
ple to promote their material interests 
and welfare.

We believe th at toe necessity is so 
patent that Congress will not allow 
th e present session to expire without 
making suitable provisions for that 
purpose. Such a building should be

Real estate, year by year, even mouth 
by month, is advancing in value, and 
while to-day a site suitable for such a 
building may be had a ta com parative­ 
ly low price, it is safe to assume lhat 
one or two years hence it will be worth 
from one-third to one-half more.

no respect will anything be gained 
by delay. Eventually the Government 
will be compelled to have a building 
here, and this Board asserts, posi­ 
tively, that the present is the time for 
its construction. 
The building is needed for the fol­ 
lowing offices: 
United States Dis­ 
trict Court,Post Oflice, Revenue Office, 
an d Laud Office. 
UNITED STATES I'OSTOFFICE. 
Upon this subject this Board of 
Trade will say that that the accommo­ 
dations now furnished by the Govern­ 
m ent are so inadequate to tne volume 
of business transacted that the Los 
Angeles Pcsuffice has become a by­ 
word and a reproach. 
W hen, yeare 
ago the Government leased the quar­ 
ters now occupied, they were to all 
intents and purposes large enough 
for the 
business 
done 
at 
that 
lim e, 
but 
so 
rapidly 
has 
our 
perm anent population grown, and in 
such numbers bos the transient popu­ 
lation come in upon us, that the fa­ 
cilities then sufficient for all purposes 
are now inadequate.

This office, after the Podolfice, is 
next in importance to our people. 
The rapid increase in the cultivation 
of the vine, is produciug a correspond­ 
ing increase m the manufacture of 
wines and brandies, and as a natural 
result increased revenue to the gov­ 
ernment. 
Other classes of business 
from which the government derives a 
large income are constantly multiply­ 
ing, keeping pace with the increase 
of population and the natural exten­ 
sion of trade.

for a government building. 
The city of Los Angeles is the m e­ 
tropolis and railroad center of South­ 
ern California, is 500 miles distant 
from San Francisco, and is the largest 
city south of that point. Its unrivaled 
resources, the unlimited m arket for 
its diversified products, and superb 
facilities by rail and sea for the trans­ 
portation thereof, attest to its superior 
advantages for becoming a great com­ 
mercial and maritime metropolis, as 
the following facts will further dem­ 
onstrate : Los Angeles is practica1 ly 
the term inus of four transcontinental 
railroads. The first runs north and 
east via San Francisco, Sacramento, 
Ogden and Omaha to all Eastern 
points. The second runs via Yuma, 
Deming and Kansas City to the prin­ 
cipal Eastern cities and the Atlantic 
Coast. The third is the recently com­

It has usually 
taken a great deal to beat a Russian. 
Doubtless the Muscovite Empire look 
upon the demise of the aged Emperor 
of Germany as an event to be daily 
expected, and thinks this its oppor­ 
tunity to make a dash on the Bos­ 
phorus. W ith France to hold England 
in check such a thing might be pos­ 
sible, had not Italy and Spain joined 
w ith Germany and Austria. Italy 
has a very powerful naval arm am ent, 
and Spain has not an insignificant 
one. 
W ith these combined fleets 
within the Golden Horn it would be 
difficult for a Russian army of occu­ 
pation to hold Constantinople. 


A p e t i t i o n from a great majority of 
the citizens of San Pedro, asking that 
that town may be incorporated as a 
city of the sixth class, will come up 
for the consideration of the Board of 
Supervisors at their meeting to-mor­ 
row. 
It is the wish of the best people 
of San Pedro that their town should 
be incorporated so that they may 
effectually deal with the many vicious 
characters that iufest seaports, and 
also to enable them to regulate their 
town affairs with the facility and au ­ 
thority that the machinery of a local 
governm ent would afford. 
We have 
no doubt that the Supervisors will 
find it expedient to graut the petition, 
and thus 
relegate a considerable 
charge now borne by the county over 
to the new town.

C h i c k e n 
R a i s i n g 
I n 
S o u t h e r n 
C a l i f o r n i a . 
Whether erroneous or otherwise, it 
has become an accepted fact that 
chickens cannot be successfully raised 
in Southern California. If this is the 
case, then the climate must bo more 
or less enervating, for r owhere in the 
colder sections of the States, or even 
in the South, is the mortality of the 
feathered tribes brought into question 
—at least 1 have never heard so. I 
have always been interested in chick­ 
ens. because 
I believe that, like 
babies, their care belongs more to 
women than to men, and because, 
too, their growth presents an enter 
tainiug study; but since 1 have re­ 
sided in Los Angeles I have given 
them more attention than ever before. 
The result of my investigation is, the 
conviction that chickens can just as 
well be raised here as anywhere else. 
To me it seems that the whole trouble 
originates in palpable indifference, 
and that the “swell-head,” which is 
affirmed to be climatic, is due to bad 
accommodations. 
The 
days are 
warm and the nights 
are cold, 
therefore 
through 
the 
day 
the 
chickens 
should 
have 
shade, 
and through the night snug shelter. 
But they have neither; they are 
simply turned loose to provide com­ 
fort for themselves, and to forage as 
best they m ay; while cleanliness- 
which in the care of chickens cer­ 
tainly is next to godliness—is utterly 
ignored. Chickens in Southern Cali­ 
fornia may not be a bonanza, 1 do not 
think they are anywhere; but looking 
at the matter in a purely coininon- 
sense point, there seems to be no good 
reason why they should not be made 
to 
yield 
a fair profit. 
To be­ 
gin with, though, they ought to 
have good houses, not low, open sheds 
made of laths, or, worse still, dirty, old 
barrels rolled upon their sides; but 
substantial houses such as we find on 
every farm in the East; and these 
houses should be kept clean and dry, 
and at night warm. The roosts should 
be cleaned every day; the nes s \eiy 
often, while lime should be abun­ 
dantly used every week. Then too 
carbolic acid and coal oil should be 
faithfully resorted .to, as preventives 
of lice; 
while 
a little coal oil 
mixed 
with 
soft 
food 
ought 
to be administered once a week as a 
tonic for the stomach and bowels. 
Besides, fresh water, and planty of it, 
should always be within reach of the 
fowl. Much that is written lor the 
direction of the inexi»erieneed in the 
growth of poultry, serves ouly to con 
fuse the mind and to make the invest­ 
ment an exorbitant loss instead of a 
moderate gain; but there is no donbt 
but that a varied diet upon which ail 
such guides 
insist 
is 
desirable. 
In the absence 
of 
worms, too. 
meat 
should 
once 
a 
week 
be 
provided; and in the case of laying 
hens milk is a highly productive bev­ 
erage. But the young chickens are 
perhaps the most delicate members 
of the family and therefore should 
moet carefully be looked after. 
Like 
babies, they should be fed regularly 
and also should bo kept warm and 
dry. 
During the day their coops 
ought to be cleaned ami aired; while 
before the little ones retire to thsm at 
eveniog-tide, they should be closely 
covered with some heavy fabric which 
will entirely shut out the heavy 
dews. 
In all climates, and with the 
most skillful handling, chickens will, 
at times, become the subject of epi­ 
demics. Against such calamities oven 
the most careful cannot provide; but 
it is my belief that if in Southern Cal­ 
ifornia chickens * ere attended to in­ 
stead of negbcted, the demand would 
not as it now is, be greater than the 
supply.

FIRE MATTERS. 


H e - 
P u r c h a s e off 
M o r e E n g lu c i 
c o m m e n d * d . 
The Bojird of Fire Commissioners 
met yesterday afternoon at the office 
of Mayor Workman, all the mem­ 
bers present. 
A motion to the effect that when­ 
ever'» greater distance than 450 feet 
exists between fire 
hydrants, the 
Chief Engineer shall have authority 
to place an additional hydrant where 
needed, was on motion of Mr. Hum­ 
phreys adopted. 
A committee consisting of 
Mr. 
Workman, Mr. Teed, Chief Moriartv 
and City Attorney Daly was 
in­ 
structed to wait on the Water Com­ 
pany and Hee what arrangements can 
bo made for placing sprinkling hy­ 
drants where needed. The committee 
was also instructed to confer with 
the City Water Compauy in relation 
to making 
connections 
with the 
new 
22-incli 
main 
for . fire 
hydrants. The matter of making the 
connections with the Citizens’ Water 
Com puny was referred to the Super­ 
intendent of Streets, Chief Engineer 
Moriarty and City Engineer Lambie. 
A committee of citizens from Boyle 
Heights made a strong piesentation 
of the needs of that part of the city 
for a lire engine. 
Messrs. J. W. 
Stromr, J. N. Cowles, Chief Morarity 
and Mr. Humphreys advocated the 
placing of an engine in that place. 
Chief Moriariry stated that with four 
horses it would take nearly an hour 
to reach Boyle Heights with the 
pres-nt condition of the streets, by 
which time half of that part of the 
city could be burned dow n. 
Mr. Humplireys suggested that the 
city needs three engines; one at the 
corner of Grand avenue and Wash­ 
ington street, one on Boyle Heights 
and the third on Temple street. 
He 
moved that three engines be pur­ 
chased. Adopted. 
Messrs. lvuhrts, Teed, Chief Mo­ 
rtality and the City Attorney with 
the assistance of an architect were in­ 
structed to revise the building and 
fire ordinance and to make it binding. 
It was recommended that the assist­ 
ant engineer he empowered to arrest 
persons for violating the tire ordinance 
and that the assistant engineer act as 
fire marshal. 
Recommended also 
that chief ami first assistant engineers 
be appointed fire wardens. 
The matter of increasing the salary 
of chief engineers to $2001) was re­ 
ferred to the City Attorney. It was 
recommended that two additional 
extra men lie put on engine, hose 
and hook and ladder eomj aides. Mr. 
li.mna spoke to ihe commissioners as 
to the safety o: his now college build­ 
ing and invited them to inspect it. 
Accepted and Commissioners decided 
to go out next Monday. 
Mr. Humphreys moved that a light 
vehicle and horse be allowed assist­ 
ant chief engineer. Adopted. 
A great deal of time was consumed 
by agents of Ahrens', Lafrance and 
Clapp it Jones’ engines in the advo­ 
cacy of their machines. 
Bids for several fire engines were 
opened and read. 
W. F. Griggs, agent of the Rich­ 
mond lire alarm system, said that 
much of the fault of the system is to 
be attiibuted to malicious tampering 
with the wires, and if the city wishes 
to get another system lie, as agent, 
will, for the $2500 already paid, leave 
the poles ami wire in the city and give 
up control, without loss to the city., 
On the other hand, if given six mon'hs 
lie would put in the closed system 
without further exiiense to the city. 
Matter of extending time was dis- 
curred. 
It wus decided to recommend to the 
Council that the Richmond fire alarm 
be given three 
months time to 
chage and complete their system, 
and that a new contract be brawn, 
the city to have six months after com­ 
pletion to test the workings of the new 
arrangement. 
On motion of Mr. 
Teed, it was recommended that two 
No. 2 and one No. 3 Ahren engine he 
purchased. It was also decided to ad­ 
vertise for three two, and one four- 
wheel hose cart. H. W. Patton ten­ 
dered his resignation as secretary of 
the board, which was accepted with 
regret, and a vote of thanks tendered 
him for his efficient services in the 
past.

There wm a large attendance at the 
Union meeting Friday afternoon and 
it was more than usually interesting. 
The devotional exercises were con­ 
ducted by Mrs. South wick. The lead­ 
ing thoughts were “the blessed privi­ 
leges that are open to those who wait 
apon the lord in the holy of holies 
and wait not in the outer courts.” 
The report of Mrs. Averill on scien 
tiflc temperance instruction in the city 
schools was listened to with interest. 
She reported that during the past 
month she had vis-ted sixty-seven 
classes. In nearly all of them the in­ 
struction had been given, more or 
less thoroughly, as the teachers in the 
crowded condition of the schools 
found time. Some of the teachers 
give the instruction daily in \>ral 
talks, others by making it a special 
study for Friday afternoons. In all 
cases, whatever the method adopted, 
the children are interested. 
One 
little one eaid to her teacher. “My 
papa says he will never drink any­ 
more, that he never thought so much 
about it, as since his children have 
had their talks at home of what they 
learned at school of the effects of alco­ 
hol.” Others testify of the influence 
for goal already noticable, although 
the present is only the time of seed- 
sowing. 
Mrs. Southwick, the W. C. T. U. 
city missionary, stated that she had 
started another Loyal Legion at the 
railroad chapel, membership about 
forty. This makes the fourth Legion 
organized. Many parents are reached 
through the children and express 
themselves as glad to have any tem­ 
perance instruction given them. She 
reported that calls upon thf sick and 
strangers continued. 
Last Sunday 
evening she gave a temperance lecture 
in the Presbyterian church at Morris’ 
vineyard. The collection was for the 
benefit of the reading room that the 
Union in that part of the city is sup 
porting. The night-school for news­ 
boys is under the auspices of the Y. 
W. C. T. U. This part of the work, 
at first so discouraging, is cheering in 
its results. The street boys, some of 
them apparently totally depraved, 
and who have given so much trouble, 
are learning to behave like gentle­ 
men. Mrs. South wick made a strong 
appeal for workers. 
After discussion it was decided best 
to hold the regular meetings of the 
Union every Friday afternoon instead 
of the first and third Fridays of the 
month, as heretofore. 
A letter was read by Mrs. Keyes 
from Alex. 8. Glenny, now in North 
Carolina, thanking the W. C. T. U. 
for its influence in his behalf during 
the gospel temperance meetings last 
s u m m e r. 
The meeting adjourned until next 
Friday at 2 p . h . 


THE DISSATISFIED. 


R e t u r n H o m e a n d C a m e B a c k to 
S t a y 
E d it o r s H b r a i.d : Your interview 
this morning with several dissatisfied 
Eastern tourists brings out in a very 
amusing and correct manner a pecu­ 
liarity of human nature which I have 
often noticed here. 
The natural in­ 
ference would be that people from re­ 
gions of bitter cold, where the long, 
dreary enow bound, ice bound win­ 
ter is succeeded by a short, hot, un­ 
pleasant summer, and where life is a 
perpetual struggle with the elements, 
would be delighted with the climate 
of Los ADgeles and the evidences of 
prosperity to be seen on every hand. 
Such, curiously enough, is often not 
the case. The tourist from the bleak 
plains of Minnesota and Dakota in a 
week or ten days will conclude that 
this whole region lias nothing to de­ 
pend upon but climate and oranges, 
and even these commodities are not 
what they should l>e. 
1 have conversed with these men 
fresh from the East anil find that they 
had 
fully 
expected 
to 
find 
waving 
fields 
of 
corn, 
apple 
pear and peach orchards in bearing 
and all other fruits and cereals in lux­ 
uriance in' the month of February. 
Because they don’t see them, and see 
only oranges, they conclude that is all 
the country produces. 
It is a difficult, thankless and ag­ 
gravating task to argue with these 
people. They seem inclined to de­ 
velop a “cranky” and perverse dispo­ 
sition, and will apparently dispute the 
evidences of their own senses. The 
writer remembers about two years ago 
his labors with a particularly bad 
case of the above description at a hotel 
near Los Angeles. He (the patient 
insisted that the country was over­ 
rated ; that it never had and never 
would p r aluce anything; that one 
acre in Illinois was worth ten in Cali­ 
fornia; that our “ boom” was not 
based on anything, and would soon 
burst, and so on through the whole 
list we are so familiar with. He had 
beon here a month. That man is now 
one of Urn leading real estate operators 
of L ob Angeles. 
H e has invested sev­ 
eral hundred thousand dollars and 
made over a million 
Nearly all of us can recall the cases 
of many acquaintances who came out 
here, stayed a few months, were 
greatly 
disappointed, 
went 
back 
East 
again, 
and 
have 
re­ 
turned 
thoroughly 
satisfied 
with 
California. 
I 
could 
myself 
mention one hundred such cases 
within the past two years. We must 
learn to be charitable with these peo­ 
ple, no matter how aggravating they 
«nay be. Probably the cause in nine- 
tenths of the cases is purely homesick­ 
ness. In a few months this wears ofF 
and they become good and useful citi­ 
zens. It does little good to denounce 
their statements and contradict them. 
Calm and patient reasoning is the 
tnost effective and the surest way to 
* bring them to their senses. We know 
and can bring a cloud of witnesses to 
prove that Southern California has 
been the Fountain of Youth and Alla- 
din’s lamp to thousands who are here. 
It has brought them health and wealth, 
and wil continue to for many years to 
come. Let a man or woman spend 
one year in Southern California and 
then return East for one winter and 
we shall thenceforth have in that per­ 
son a most effective missionaiy ever­ 
more.

IRON WATER PIPE. 


B e c s n m c n d a t i o n a O f fe r e d b y th e 
F t a a j ic c C o m m it te e , 
The Finance Committee met yester­ 
day and 
discussed the 
proposed 
change from cement pipes to iron in 
the East-side ditch 9 E 
Surveyor 
Jackson was callei on for his opinion. 
He Btated that it was highly important 
that the change be made, as the water 
system had changed from an irriga­ 
tion to a domestic system, and not 


enough water was rented for irrigaron 
purposes to pay the interest on the 
zanjas, but nearly every family wanted 
to connect with the mains for domes­ 
tic purposes and the cement pipes 
could not be tapped successfully with­ 
out danger of the pipes breaking and 
the joints crumbling away, allowing 
the water to escape under a pressure. 
The present contract for the cement 
pipes calls for 18,700 feet, at a cost of 
$1 per foot. The Finance Commi tee 
recommended that iron pipes be sub­ 
stituted at an additional expense of 
$11,300, and that the original contract 
for cement pipeB be rescinded. 
In the matter of Mrs. Bigelow ask­ 
ing $7500 due her for property for the 
extension of Los Angeles street, re­ 
commend the same he denied, as the 
matter of the street is unsettled and 
the protest of Meesis. Ballerino and 
Laronde against the abandonment of 
Nigger alley, as it is a part of Los 
Angeles street, has been sustained.

As showing the demand for lumber, 
we are permitted to copy a few sen­ 
tences from a letter to Mr. W. W. 
Erskine, of Chino, from a heavy 
dealer in San Francisco, who liAs two 
mills in Washington Territory, with a 
daily capacity of about 250,000 feet. 
The letter bears date January 25 h. 
The writer says: 
My cut is sold for the year. Just 
now* I am crowded with business and 
can hardly consider new business 
from any source; but if you will send 
me a memorandum of the lumber you 
require, stating time your vessel will 
arrive, I will do what 1 can for you. 
“Cut for the year all sold,” and 
“can hardly consider new business 
from any source.” Such are answers 
to applications to purchase lumber in 
large quantities. 
Uf course this is 
only the answer of one dealer, but it 
is not at all likely that other dealers 
are much better prepared to fill large 
orders, except to “the trade.” 


I m p o r t a n t t o A ll.

The lorm Catarrh is applied to a peculiar disorder of tho nostrils and adjacent parts 
which prevails to au alarming extent, and is productive of very serious cousequenceB. 
The most prominent aud characteristic feature is a morbid discharge from the head, 
varying in its nature at different times. 
* 
Iu some there is an almost constant flow of clear, acrid fluid, but oftcner an offen­ 
sive, puralem or muoo-pnralent, greenish >eiiow matter Is secreted, wiii h accumulate** 
in the nostrils or drops into the throat, necessitating its frequent removal by blowing 
the nose or expect ration, aud often by bofn processes. Sometimes patients feel as 
though their whole bead was in a state of rottenness, so great is the amount of n atter 
discharged and so foetid is its odor. The patiriit is greatly annoyed by the constant drop­ 
ping into the throat of the morbid matter from the head, anil as a recumbent positi a 
naturally favors the flow downward, his rest is frequently disturbed from this cause. 
Many sufferers are obliged to lie with the head very much eievaled iu order to sleep with 
tome degree of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm collects behind and above the soft 
palate, iu the passage between the throat and nead, adhering to-he parts with gluish 
tenacity. Its lodgment embarrasses respiration and oreateB a sensation of irritation aud 
uneaeiuesB in the alfectcd locality, which gives rise toa constant aud almost irresistible 
desire to relieve the discomfort by drawing the mucus into the throat so sb to reject it by 
the mouth. This practice, popn arly known as “hawking,” is characteristic of Catarrh, 
and proves as embarrassing t- the one affected, as it is disagreeable to those around him. 
Again, the offeusive matter hardens and deposits itself on the membrane in the 
shape of dry, bard concretions, which are discharged by the way of the nostrils or throat 
in lumps or fragments of a deep greea tint. In tome cases these incrustations accumu­ 
late to such au extent as to form a regnlar plug in the nose, which obstructs breathing 
and produces serious discomlort. Bo firmly do thcBe incrnstatlens adhere to the poi .t 
of attachment that their removal usually requires the most violent efforts and not un- 
frequeutly they have to be torn from the membrane. Occasionally a solid cast of nota­ 
ble size is expelled on which there are geuerally traces of bktdd, but in some cases the 
cast presents a tubular appearance, being of exact shape of the na-al cavity. This con­ 
dition is indicative of ulceration, which, in time, may destroy the bony Btructur of the 
nose and produce & subsequent flattening of that organ. 
Cases are occasionally met with iu which a thick, viscid, slimy secretion eoats the 
membrame of the nasal cavities and then putrefies, giving rise to a stench which is 
really overpowering, and sufficiently fetid to poison the atmosphere of a whole room, 
and there are others in which all secretions of the membrane are suspended, causing an 
unpleasant feeling of dryness, beat, and feverlahness in the bead and nose—a condition 
popularly known as “Dry Catarrh.’’ 
The disease speedily extends to the air cavities of the bones of the forehead and 
face, giving rise to a distn ssing sensation of heavyweight or compression over the 
forehead, especially in the region above and between the eyes, and to a feeling of full­ 
ness, beat, irritation, soreness or pain in the nostrils near the root of tbe nose, hs well as 
in the upper part of the throut, nhove and behind the soft palate. Sometimes there ia 
pain obstinately fixed in some paitietilar part, as in the temjp.es, on tbe top of the bead, 
at tbe hack of tbe neck, or behind the orbits, and, occasionally, pain manliest* itself in 
tbe face of so severe a character that it is frt qnently mistaken for neuralgia. 
The breath ia always tainted and at times assumes an exceedingly fetid and sicken­ 
ing odor. In some CHses It becomes so revolting!)' offensive as to render the sufferer an 
object of disgust to himself as well as toothers. 
The nasal membrane is thickened and congested, causing the nose to be stopped up, 
sometimes ou one side, sometimes on the other, and often ou both, giving riae to a disa­ 
greeable stuffy si nsution iu the head, and occasionally to violent aud prolonged par­ 
oxysms oi sneezing. 
The voice is weak, iudistiuct aud husky, or of a nasal character, displaying a sort o 
sniffling quality. OftentimeB there is s continuous hoarsehcss and discordance. There 
is also a sense of irritation in the throat, and frequent attempts to clear the parts of 
phlegm, producing the sound "hem” more or les s forcibly. Iu some cases patients com 
plain of au uncomfortable feeling of fullness, or a choky sen» at ion in the throat, and in 
others of a dis*re*sing and almost constant dryness for the temporary relief of which 
they have to swallow frequently. Others again speak of a constant bad or nauseous taste 
in the mouth and throat. 
Tbe stomach geuerally suffers more or less and becomes weak and lrritahle: tbe appe­ 
tite is capricious and nearly always bad iu the morning. The patient is languid, unable 
to perform mcutnl or physical labor with the usual facility, Is nervous, depressed in 
spirits, at times, fearful, timid, agitated, and inclined to drowsiness and sleep; the mem­ 
ory weakened aud permuueut impairment seriously threatened. 
The mucous membrane soou becomes morbidly sensitive to unfavorable influences, 
and, in spite of the utmost care, Iteeouies affected from the slightest causes, so that at last 
a breritfo of wind upon the lining of tbe nose or thioat becomes productive of s cold, uud 
gives rise to serious disturbances of the respiratory organs. Thus the patient is subject 
to frequent a d repeated colds, each mtack aggravating tbe disease by giving it a ucw 
impulse, and involving a lurger extent of surface than its predecessor. In this muuner 
the difficulty spreads from organ tb organ, invading tbe throat larynx, trachea and 
bronchial tui es, until, encroaching further and Iuititer. It reaches the finer ramifications 
of the bronchi, when bnt a slight impulse is required to scud it to the lungs. Cutnirb 
may, and ofteu does, aflfect other oigaus in the body, especially those continuing a mu­ 
cous membrane, such as the Stomach, Bowels, Kidneys. Ac. 
Thus catarrh becomes tbe starting point of consumption development, the disease 
being eventually transmitted to the lungs, both by nervous connection aud cout/unity of 
urface.

8o frequently has this fatal course been noticed that all those who are thoroughly 
eonversaut with the subject now look upon catarrh asa premonition and one of the very 
earliest moni notations of consumption. 
Inhalations are applicable iu all diseases of the respiratory organs, but must be pro 
pared for each individual case as they severally require.
